UNDER FALLING TREE 


Emory Seward, Aged 26, Victim of 


Unfortunate Accident While 
Working in Timber on Archie 
Burrell Farm in Warsaw Vicin- 
ity, Friday Afternoon 


Emory Seward. aged 26. was instantly killed Friday 
after- 


noon at 2:15 o'clock, when he was crushed beneath a falling tree 
on the Joseph Burrell farm, smith of Warsaw. 


As the tree fell. Seward, who had been working at the lumber 


camp, was caught beneath it's trunk. The entire back of his head 
was crushed in: his left arm completely severed; hi.s ri<;ht arm and 
leg broken in several places and his body was terribly mangled. 


It wa.s necessary for lumbermen to use wedges in order io re- 


move the tree from his bodv.
